That John Brown was mad is 
not to be doubted. His mother 
died insane, after many years of 
mental illness. So did her mother 
before her. Three of his mother’s 
brothers and a sister were also 
adjudged mad and were confined 
in asylums. Two sons of another 
brother were likewise afflicted. 
John Brown was an eccentric fail- 
ure at all the things he tried. He 
brooded over his inability to care 
for his numerous children. He be- 
came a fanatic reader of the 


Bible. He had always been He 


abolitionist. 


But it was not until he was past 
50 and living at Osawatomie, 
Kan., that he became obsessed 
with plans, which he said were 
inspired by the scriptures, to free 
slaves and end slavery of men. 
He was, he proclaimed, merely 
an “instrument in the hands of 
God.” In Kansas he led a raid in 
retaliation for a proslavery foray 
against the town of Lawrence. 
Five hapless victims were mur- 
dered. From that time on he was 
called “Old Osawatomie Brown” 
and fear ran ahead of him. 


Maddest Plan 


In the summer of 1859 Old Osa- 
watomie made his*maddest plan. 
In October he set it in motion at 
Harpers Ferry, Va. He planned 
to seize the rifle works and call 
on the slaves to rise. In his mad- 
ness he ignored the fact there 
were but few slaves in the area. 


Stephen Vincent Benet, in his 
magnificent epic of the Civil War, 
gives us the picture of Brown and 
his band: 


“They reached the Maryland 
bridge of Harpers Ferry

twenty-two in all,

They tied up the watchman and 
took the rifle works and the en- 
gine house. It was one of the 
ironic jests of history that a free 
Negro, Shepherd Heyward, bag- 
gage master at the station, was 
the first to die from rifle fire 
from Brown's men. 


Brown waited serenely for ‘“‘the 
rescue armies of God.’ They did 
not come. All avenues of escape 
were cut off. At dusk Brown had 
but five whole men left. 


At dawn next day the first sun 
caught the fixed bayonets of Unit- 
ed States Marines, commanded 
by an obscure colonel named Rob- 
ert E. Lee. Col. Lee sent Jeb 
Stuart to parley. Brown .refused 
surrender, The Marines came on. 


On December 2, John Brown 
calmly climbed the scaffold, bent 
his neck for the noose, and was 
hanged. 


This fanatic man was the mar- 
tyr-catalyst which abolition need- 
ed. From his time on extremists 
ruled everywhere. War came hur- 
rying on. 

The idea that enslavement of 
man was immoral and un-Chris- 
tian had been given a cutting 
edge.

Motors will shut down its Buick- 
Oldsmobile-Pontiac assembly 
plant in suburban Doraville be-

This shutdown will bring to a 
complete standstill all GM car 
and truck production in the At- 
lanta area. 


500 “FURLOUGHED” 


A previously unannounced GM 
layoff took place here Friday 
when “ a little over 500” work- 
ers were furloughed with the ter- 
mination of truck assembly oper- 
ations at the Chevrolet plant. 
Truck assemblies “‘probably”’ will 
be resumed next Monday, when 
close to 400 of those laid off Fri- 
day would be recalled. 


More than 2,700 other GM pro- 
duction workers here were laid 
off a week ago at the Chevrolet 
and Fisher Body plants. 


Not immediately affected by the 
production disruptions are ap- 
proximately 1,350 other employes 
at the local GM assembly plants. 
These include 525 salaried and 
some 100 maintenance and tool 
workers at the BOP plant, 215 
salaried along with more than 
175 maitnenance and tool workers 
at the Chevrolet plant. 


FORD STILL OPERATES 


Still in operation, and expected 
to remain so at least until Nov. 
15, is the Ford assembly plant 
in suburban Hapeville. Employing 
1,710 hourly and 250 salaried work- 
ers, it has been operating on 
overtime since the 1960 models 
went into production.

PITTSBURGH (AP) — Kaiser 
Steel Corp. abandoned the indus- 
try’s entrenched bargaining posi- 
tion Monday in the record 104- 
day steel strike and negotiated a 
separate agreement with the Unit- 
ed Steelworkers of America. 


It was the first break in the 
heretofore solid industry front. 
Kaiser is the nation’s ninth largest 
steel producer. 

Although the remaining major 
steel firms remained, on the sur- 
face, adamant in their joint stand 
against the union demands, there 
were reports that another firm 


was ready to sign a separate 
agreement. The firm was not 
identified. 


Another round of separate talks 
between company negotiators and 
the union was scheduled at 10 
a.m. (EST) Tuesday, in a race 
to beat the appellate court’s de- 
cision on the union appeal of the 
Taft-Hartley back-to-work provi- 
sions expected some six hours 
late.

Comer, a graduate of Atlanta’s 
old Tech High School who had 
attended Georgia Tech for three 
years prior to World War I, was 
employed by the Huntsville, Ala., 
missile-research base in a civilian 
capacity as a control adviser 
for management.

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Dublin Tax Case 
Needs Full Airing 


Latest chapter in the Cordell-Green 
Motor Co. case involving exchanges be- 
tween Dublin Circuit Judge R. I. Ste- 
phens and Fulton Sol. Gen. Paul Webb 
adds further to the confusion surround- 
ing the whole matter. 

The Dublin judge insists the case 
should be handled in Laurens County, not 
Fulton. Sol Webb says he is proceeding 
according to law. In the background is a 
request from the Dublin solicitor gen- 
eral that he accept jurisdiction and some 
strong words from Atty. Gen. Eugene 
Cook about his failure to act. And thus far 
the Laurens County Grand Jury has not 
brought an indictment. 

There are s0 many rumors and dis- 
crepancies surrounding the whole affair 
that the public is extremely puzzled. The 
Fulton indictment stands. But there are 
hints of extreme pressure being brought 
upon individuals connected with the 
case. 
Perhaps a full-scale legislative in- 
vestigation by the judiciary committee of 
the State Senate or some equally compe- 
tent body would be in order. The public is 
entitled to all the facts which such an 
investigation might bring to light. 

Meanwhile, Sol. Webb properly is go- 
ing ahead with plans for trial. But ap- 
parently there are many facets of this 
case which need airing which will not be 
brought out in a court trial. 


Private Clubs Can Exist 
Without Gambling Evil 


Public records of the U.S. Internal 
Revenue Service reveal the issuance of 
gambling stamps in several counties over 
the state. 

The State of Georgia prohibits gam- 
bling in any form. Presumably those who 
file and pay for federal gambling stamps 
thereby tacitly admit they fear fed- 
eral enforcement and believe they need 
not be fearful locally. a 

Some years ago clubs 
County went a gh this period. They 
had slot machines or 
gambling. It was felt that clubs needed 
them to survive. Undoubtedly those clubs 
which now have them in other counties 
fee] the same way. : 

But Fulton clubs have survived with- 
out them. They are healthier than before. 
Their members have more respect for 
their clubs. They are not ashamed to take 
guests there. 

We suggest a reasonable conclusion is 
that a club which must have gambling to 
exist doesn’t have any valid reason for 
existing. Racketeers and law violators are 
encouraged. 

Two of those holding stamps in Gwin- 
nett County, for example, have federal 
and state convictions on their records. 
One was involved in the notorious Club 
19 recently padlocked in Forsyth 
County. 

In the public interest we offer the 
list as provided by the records of 
the U.S. Internal Revenue Department of 
those adjacent to Atlanta. Other commu- 
nities might wish to do the same.

Pupil Placement Law 


Is a Workable Solution 


Atlanta’s school board, of course, will 
present a plan for compliance with fed- 
eral court orders on city schools by the 
Dec. 1 deadline. 

A. C. (Pete) Latimer, board president, 
says only the plan will be submitted. The 
board has studied North Carolina’s pupil 
placement law, a plan which has been up- 
held by the U.S. Supreme Court. Con- 
trary to what the extremists say, this law 
does permit close local control of place- 
ment of pupils. It actually gives local 
boards more control than they have had 
before. 

The fact that states which have 
adopted the law and used it have been 
able to maintain full authority testifies 
to its worth. There can be no overwhelm- 
ing of a school under such a plan. 

Since the board has investigated this 
law as used in North Carolina success- 
fully, the assumption is that such a plan 
will be submitted here. The board quite 
properly refuses to give any hint as to 
what it will recommend. 

Here is an opportunity for the Gen- 
eral Assembly to rise above politics. 
Members privately admit the inevitable 
loss of the public school system if a place- 
ment law is not available. But they also 
say they must save face. Is political face 
more important than educating a gener- 
ation of children? 

Other school systems of the state 
could, if they wished, “buy” several years 
of time by permitting Atlanta to try to 
work out its school problem as ordered by 
the court. 

Putting aside all other considerations, 
why should the rest of the state mind if 
Atlanta attempts to obey an unavoidable 
court order? A placement law will work. 
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Why Must We Neglect 
Our Children’s Teeth? 


Suppose science knew a way to cut the 
incidence of cancer by 65 per cent or 50 
per cent or even 35 per cent. 

Suppose, too, that the way was es- 
tablished as safe and inexpensive. 

Would it be creditable that 75 per 
cent of the population would fail to take 
advantage of this health measure? Or 
what is more, even go out of their way to 
avoid it? 

That is happening but not with a can- 
cer deterrent. 

It is happening with a deterrent for 
a less critical and terrifying but even 
more prevalent disease, that of dental 
caries or cavities. 

Tooth decay affects nearly every per- 
son in the nation. The repair bill on the 
nation’s teeth is $1,700,000,000 a year. 

Water fluoridation is the process 
which scientists say can eliminate two- 
thirds of this costly misery and do it 
cheaply, for a few cents per person per 
year. 

Science usually waits a long time to 
say anything has been proved conclu- 
sively. But science is saying that about 
the safety and effect of fluoridation. 

The president of the American Dental 
Assn. came to Atlanta and said it this 
way: “When the next century has 
elapsed, I am sure it is safe to say ... 
fluoridation . . . will still be one of the 
great stories of dental research and of the 
dental profession.” 

Ultimately, as the ADA president de- 
clared, a constant hammering away with 
scientific truth will wear down the “‘com- 
placency, neglect, procrastination and 
perhaps... outright ignorance,” which is 
depriving many communities, including 
Atlanta, of the fluoridation way to better 
teeth and better health.

Duties That Too Many Take for Granted 


Atlanta—As a past president of 
the Atlanta Educational Secre- 
taries Assn., I would like to com- 
ment on item seven contained in 
a letter published recently from 
“A Confused Teacher,” namely: 
“Are those who are classified as 
clerks merely money counters or 
checkers on classcutters?”’ 

First of all, the term “clerk” 
is not at all descriptive of the 
duties of the school secretary, al- 
though apparently that is the 
basis on which we are paid. 
Money counting and attendance 
checking should not be taken 
lightly since they are an import- 
ant part of the job, but only a 
small part. The school secretary 
is, in fact, an administrative as- 
sistant to the principal, especial- 
ly when the principal must be 
absent from the office-on official 
business. The secretary relieves 
her superior of many routine 
matters so that more time can 
be devoted to those problems 
which the principal must handle 
personally. 

The school secretary must also 
be a bookkeeper and maintain 
proper records of various funds 
handled by the school office 
which are accountable to the 
Board of Education through an 
annual audit. 

She receives and registers all 
new students and in so doing 
must set up voluminous records 
required by the system. 

It would be a good idea if not 
only the public but teachers and 
school administrators alike would 
take the time and trouble to learn 
more about. what actually goes on 
in the office of a public school. I 
am sure they would be greatly 
enlightened and cease taking this 
personne] for granted.

Typities Texan 


The dawn patrol had set me 
down in Victoria, Tex., not named 
for the Queen, but for Guadalupe 
Victoria, first 
president of Mex- 
ico. Mexico had 
57 presidents in 
the first 36 years & 
of its independ- & 
ence. In those 
days our neigh- 
bors south of the 
border could not 
wait for the next 
election to make 
a revolting 
change. The 
county, also Victoria, is tidewater. 
“Cattle, cotton or oil?" I asked 
the native. He said, ‘‘All three.”’ 

I called Bay City, 70 miles to 
the east, where some good people 
were expecting me. 

D. F. (Bud) Wiginton, Chamber 
of Commerce president, said 
“Come now and you'll get to see 
and hear the next president of 
the United States. Turn to the 
right before you cross the bridge. 
We're having a party at the park 
for Lyndon Johnson.” 

I turned at the bridge, across 
the Colorado River, and under 
mossy live oaks, I saw and heard 
the senior senator from Texas giv- 
en a collective pat on the back 
for a part in getting Congress to 
give money to dig a barge canal 
22 miles inland and install a turn- 
ing basin to make Bay City truly 
a bay city and a port: 

The congressman from the dis- 
trict, Clark Thompson, was to in- 
troduce Sen. Johnson, but the 
mayor was to give the senator a 
key to the city first. When the 
mayor handed over the key, the 
line of communications broke 
down and the senator took it as 
his cue to start talking. So the 
congressman never did get to in- 
troduce the senator. For once 
the man “‘who needed no intro- 
duction” didn’t get one. 

If Nieman-Marcus’ best tailor 
had been told to choose a model in 
the Texas pattern, he couldn't 
have come up with one more fit- 
ting than the 50-year-old Lyn- 
don .J., from the “‘cedar brakes.”’ 

Johnson is tall, tan and hand- 
some.

I did not stay for other speeches. 
I figured I'd better get on 
across the river and into town be- 
fore the bridge was raised for one 
of those ocean freighters the’ sen- 
ator said was on the way.

Opponents of religion say that 
the spiritually oriented man cen- 
ters his interests and enthusiasms 
in another world. His feet rest on 
the soil of this earth but his heart 
is not here. “Otherworldly peo 
ple,”’ these critics say, “‘are try- 
ing to escape from the responsi- 
bilities of this world. They are 
too weak or too afraid to face up 
to the facts of life.” 

Otherworldliness recognizes 
that this physical world of trees 
and stones and sunsets can never 
completely satisfy a man. It also 
recognizes that test tubes and 
laboratory experimentations tell 
only a part of the story of man. 

Man is more than flesh and 
bones, muscles and minds. He 
is, of course, a child of this world 
but he is also a child of God. His 
feet obey the law of gravity but 
his mind and heart respond to 
the call of the spirit. 

Otherworldliness means that a 
man’s soul is as important as 
any other aspect of his life. Man 
dreams. He aspires. His spirit 
rises on the wings of faith. 

I am sorry for the man who 
lives a one-dimensional life, who 
sees nothing beyond the duty of 
labor, the necessity for physical 
nourishment and the requirement 
of sleep.

The pictures came out fine, al- 
though we were locked in for 
some time due to the fact the 
public relations gentleman, a very 
profane man, had misplaced the 
key. 

That is one way to cope with 
animals for they are exceedingly 
tricky, as I noticed several years 
ago while being an Elephant Edi- 
tor in Atlanta. 

Briefly, the two Atlanta dailies 
were engaged in one of the goofi- 
est feuds of all time. To see who 
could get an elephant into town 
first, to replace a venerable lady 
elephant, an institution at Grant 
Park Zoo, who had gone to her 
reward. 


I will spare you details, but be- 
lieve me when I say you could 
walk down Peachtree street, after 
the first 50 or so stories urging 
the kiddies to pitch in for a new 
elephant, and say the word ‘‘ele- 
phant”’ to most anybody and he 
would turn on you snapping and 
snarling. 

The Constitution flew away to

a baby elephant in Athens. 

My city editor and I, forking 
over a cool $5,000 for this small 
beast, stood in a drizzling rain 
planning how one smuggled an 
elephant into Atlanta so the op- 
position would not get wind of 
It.

City’s Suit

Southern Railway System Mon- 
day tossed a legal roadblock into 
the path of the City of Atlanta's 
efforts to acquire by condemna- 
tion railroad land for construc- 
tion of the Techwood drive via- 
duct. 


The railroad got a temporary 
restraining order issued in Ful- 
ton Superior Court by Judge 
Claude D. Shaw preventing the 
city from proceeding with its con- 
demnation suit until a hearing can | 
be held at 9:30 a.m. Nov. 25 on | 
the ratlroad’s suit. 


Judge Shaw's order relieves the 
railroad of filing any answer in 
the condemnation suit ‘‘until and 
unless further order of the court,” | 
and temporarily restrains the city 
from preceeding with the con- 
demnation. 


HITS CONSTITUTIONALITY 
The railroad suit attacks the 
constitutionality of the statute 
under which the city is seeking 
to condemn railroad property 
construction of the viaduct 


Southern contends the city has 
no authority to condemn land for 
public use when it is devoted to a | 
prior publig use. 


In a 22-page petition, the rail- 
road also has much to say about 
a railroad signal tower which was |

Miss Vanderbilt Discusses Cooking With Emile Blanc; Later Settles Napkin Dispute for Barbara Somerville, Constitution Food Editor

Sitting down to dinner with 
the nation’s foremost expert on 
etiquette vou'd think would be 
a nerve-shattering experience. 


And having a Vanderbilt for 
a table companion is enough 
to rattle you completely. 


Now if the Vanderbilt and 
the etiquette consultant are 
one and the same, you may 
just as well’ abandon your 
mental notes to do and say the 
right thing at the right time 
and blunder along with an air 
of indifference.

Their ‘greatest treat is to get to 
cook their own breakfast on 
Saturday morning. However, | 
rever have them wash dishes 
or cook anything they might 
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consider “feminine.” They 
learned first to cook such foods 
as steak, hamburgers and other 
foods good for outdoor cooking. 
Now they know a great deal 
about vegetable cookery and 
even bake their own cookies.”’ 


LEARN TO COOK 


“I believe girls should take 
home economics in school and 
learn how to properly plan and 
buy foods and prepare meals. 
Mothers don’t teach this today 
for one reason or another. 
Many have careers and don’t 
have the time. Others don't 
know modern methods of cook- 
ing with new products. I believe 
it takes study to keep up with 
new methods and latest nutri- 
tion information—and I know 
there is nothing more important 
in the life of a girl. In my opin- 
ion, there should be more 
courses in home economics, not 
fewer.”’ 


Amy Vanderbilt knows where- 
of she speaks. Her mother had 
no homemaking training and 
she determined that her daugh- 
ter would not have the same 
handicap. So off Amy went to 
a famous girls’ school in Swit- 
zeriland to learn home econom- 
ics. And she has never regretted 
it. She says girls today can ex- 
pect to be working outside their 
homes sometime in their mar- 
ried life and there is nothing 
more heart-breaking than to trv 
to run a home and a career if 
you don’t know how—and only 
professional training can really 
prepare you for this dual role. 


Miss Vanderbilt is happy that 
today’s trend in gracious living 
is a return to the more formal. 
The demand in housing for 
more dining rooms is one in- 
dication of this, she says. Also, 
outdoor cooking is dwindling in 
most sections of the country. 


INFORMALITY DROPS 


“I'm glad to see the pendu- 
lum swinging back away from 
the extreme informality which 
has swept the country in the 
last few years,’ Miss Vander- 
bilt confided. ‘“‘How on earth 
can you teach children good 
manners if they never have a 
chance to exercise them? With 
70 per cent of all our families 
eating their meals in the 
kitchen, how can children ac- 
quire an adventurous attitude 
toward eating? How will they 
learn to like foods other than 
hot dogs and hamburgers?” 


‘| feel the best way to teach 
children table manners is 
through travel on vacations. I 
take my children with me 
when I travel and they now 
face new foods with interest 
rather than fright. 


“I remember once we were 
in a wine cellar in Sweden and 
the boys were reluctant to try 
eating snails for the first time. 
So I ordered some for myself 
and told them to taste them 
once and see whether or not 
they liked them. Paul, the most 
adventurous, tried them first. 
Upon his recommendation, the 
others tasted them—soon three

I asked Miss Vanderbilt what 
she thought of Southern cooking. 
“I love it,” was her reply. 
“Your hot breads are wonder- 
ful—so is your fried chicken 
and sea food. At home I cook 
with loads of okra and, since 
1 love soup as a main course, 
I prepare many of your won- 
derful gumbos. Brunswick stew 
is excellent, I think, and |! 
serve spoonbread rather than 
Yorkshire pudding with my 
roast beef.”’ 


‘‘However, I think the Chinese 
are way ahead of you when it 
comes to vegetable cookery. 
They seem to instinctively know 
that vegetables are better and 
more nutritious cooked with a 
minimum of water and steamed 
quickly. Believe me, you peo- 
ple are 100 years behind the 
times when it comes to vege- 
table cookery. But I think your 
interest in Oriental dishes will 
teach you to like vegetables 
lightly cooked. 


“You know, I was amazed 
by the gourmet shelves in one 
of vour stores. I see people 
everywhere, even in the small- 
est markets, buying éel, octopus 
and snake meat. I think this 
international interest in food is 
wonderful and will increase your 
interest in vegetable cookery. 


EAT VEGETABLES 


“In France they make quite 
a production of vegetable eat- 


ing They serve vegetables 
dramatically as a_ separate 
course, beautifully garnished 


and accented with delicate 


sauces.” 

Miss Vanderbilt says no one 
country’s foods interest her 
more than another’s. She usu- 
ally cooks an international meal, 
combining dishes from various 
countries. She explains: “'It's 
just like the,trend toward com- 
bining pieces from several pe- 
riods for your decor—one en- 
hances another.’’ 


She said one of her favorite 
desserts is a Dutch dish and 
very simple to prepare. Buy 
preserved ginger (‘it comes in 
a jar) and serve three pieces 
in tiny dishes such as Chinese 
rice bowls. Pass a dish of 
whipped cream around to your 
guests so they may serve them- 
selves. If they—or you—are Cal- 
ory conscious, whip dry skim 
milk. 


The Dutch usually add sliced 
bananas to this dish. Whether 
vou do or not, Miss Vanderbilt 
says this dessert is a great fa- 
vorite with men 
SERVE GINGER 

Incidentally, she told me no 
formal dinner in Holland is ever 
ended without serving. ginger— 
they feel it an aid to digestion. 


Miss Vanderbilt is very much 
in favor of paper napkins and 
place ‘mats because they are 
not only attractive but more 
Sanitary than linens used for 
several meals. She detests the 
napkin ring custom—‘‘How can 
anyone face a used napkin at. 
the beginning of a meal?’’ she 
asked. 


She is also in favor of the 
Sunday brunch. She assures us 
that the heavy Sunday dinner is 
gone for all time. At her house 
they have a big brunch and a 
light supper—sandwiches in be- 
tween for her boys, if they like. 
Their supper usually consists of 
something light such as frozen” 
cheese blintzes and a salad, or 
toasted cheese sandwiches and 
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a salad. She lets her boys eat 
Sunday supper while watching 
television—but that’s the only 
meal they munch in front of 
their favorite program. 


NAPKIN QUESTION 

I asked Miss Vanderbilt to 
settle the question of napkin 
folding and placing for us home 
economists. It seems the young- 
er ones are not taught the way 
the older ones were. I won't 
say which I am but I will tell 
you her answer. 


The big fold of the napkin is 
on the left, the double fold is at 
the top, and the free unfolded 
corners are at the bottom right 
—just pull the lower right cor- 
ner down into your lap, keeping 
the napkin half-folded. 

If you can’t foilow that, for- 
get it. Miss Vanderbilt doesn't 
think it matters much, anyway.

“The women reported much 
more ... illness... consisting 
mainly of colds, grippe, sore 
throat, stomach upsets, muscu- 
lar pains, cuts and bruises,” 
etc. 


“‘Men might well have had as 
much of these kinds of com- 
plaints,” they continued, ‘‘but 
didn’t go to doctors or stay 
home from work.”

“Why I go to work a lot of 
days feeling worse than my hus- 
band has ever felt,’’ she de- 
clared. “‘He practically dies the 
minute he feels ill. I have to 
wait on him hand and foot, and 
when I’m not in the room with 
him, I'm supposed to be in his 
line of vision.” 


She insists that her husband 
is ‘“‘as good to me as any man 
could be,’ but when she’s 
sick . 

“If I’m in the hospital, he’s 
most thoughtful and considerate. 
When I’m at home sick, he'd 
do anything for me—as long as 
it doesn’t inconvenience him.”’ 


Mrs. Clark added that “I hon- 
estly believe he doesn’t realize 
he has such an attitude. But all
